Mao Tse-Tung Dies

the New China News Agency 
reported. 
The 
announcement

death said Mao, 82, "passed 
aw ay at 00:10 hours (11:10 a .rn 
EDT W ednesday) 
in 
Peking 
because of the worsening of his 
illness and despite all tre a t­ 
m en t, 
although 
m eticu lo u s 
m edical care w-as given him in 
every way after he fell ill.” 
He had been in ill health for 
some tim e and recently had 
stopped m eeting foreign digni­ 
taries visiting Peking. 


His death, which was expect 
ed to intensify a power struggle 
within the Chinese hierarchy, 
followed that of P rem ier Chou 
En-lai by seven months.

Despite his advanced age, 
Mao rem ained politically active 
and received foreign visitors up 
until the end of last May. The 
last foreign dignitary he m et 
was Pakistani Prim e M inister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who report­ 
ed that Mao was ailing but only 
from "a cold.” 


In m id-June, a government 
spokesm an announced that the 
central com m ittee had decided 
to curtail his meetings with 
foreign visitors because he was

The United States has issued a tough new in­ 
ternational aviation policy calling for an end to 
discrimination against U.S. airlines abroad and for 
possible federal subsidies to some money-losing 
overseas routes. The policy took over twenty months 
of preparation. 
The new policy also calls for low-cost charter 
flights to foreign cities for the general public, and 
urges the designation of additional U.S. cities a s 
international airports. It has taken a long time, but 
the airlines have finally gotten tired of recent hassles. 
The new policy comes after years of complaints by 
U.S. airlines that Washington has done very little 
about unfair competition from foreign carriers that 
get their government subsidies, predatory price cuts, 
and discriminatory charges and restrictions imposed 
on U.S. airlines by foreign governments. Yes, they 
finally decided to do something about it. 
It replaces a more mildly worded and far less 
specific policy statement issued in 1970. And it is 
about time. 
The revisions were designed to deal with the 
problems of irrational route systems, excess seating 
capacity, uneconomic and discriminatory rates, and 
the ambiguous relationship between scheduled and 
chartered services. 
Understandably, the report also said the U.S. 
airlines should seek profitable routes and drop the 
non-profitable ones. That only makes sense. But it 
noted that a few uneconomical routes should be 
maintained primarily to serve our country’s defenses 
or foreign policy ihterests. Reversing the present 
policy, the report said the government should sub­ 
sidize these routes, since their interests are the ones 
concerned, instead of the passengers on the profitable 
flights. One such airline that would expect to sub­ 
sidized is the Pan American World Airline, which has 
a flight from New York to Moscow. Not profitable, but 
there in case it is needed by the government. 
Recognizing the competition from foreign carriers, 
the report said there need not be more than one flight 
on the sam e overseas routes by U.S. airlines. 
However the report also said that several U.S. 
companies should be allowed to serve the same 
overseas cities from different cities in the United 
States. 
It is about time the United States spoke up on this 
subject. For years U.S. airlines have taken a back 
seat to many foreign lines just because other coun­ 
tries want their airlines to survive. It is the basic 
principle that the strongest survives, and the weaker 
crumbles. The U.S. has finally stood up for some of 
their rights abroad.

Business Today 
Lobster Outlook

NEW YORK (UPI) — The warm w ater 
effluent of electric power plants offers the 
best hope of saving the New England lobster 
from com m ercial extinction, according to a 
W estinghouse scientist, 
“ The lobster is going to have to be 
hatched and raised in tanks on land both 
directly for the m arket and to repopulate 
the 
inshore 
w ater 
of 
the 
ocean 
with 
lobsters,” Dr 
J 
H 
Wright, head of the 
W estinghouse 
Environm ental S y s t e m s 
D epartm ent in Pittsburgh, said. “Otherwise, 
the New England lobster probably will be 
com m ercially extinct in 20 years ” 
He said studies already have indicated 
lobsters grown in such an environm ent will 
m ature in only two years com pared to five 
to eight years in the sea. 
“Only w arm sea w ater has the plankton 
nutrients lobsters need to m aintain growth 
in the seasons when they are moulting their 
shells," he said. “and power plant effluent is 
by far the best all year source of such warm 
sea w ater 
"W e are learning that this warm w ater 
effluent can be a great asset,” Wright said 
Many species of fish appear to thrive on 
the effluent if it is discharged in such a way 
that the oxygen content of the surrounding 
w ater is not greatly reduced 
The first phase of a project to develop 
such 
a 
program 
is 
being 
financed 
by 
W estinghouse, 
Boston 
Edison 
Co. 
and 
N ortheast Utilities It is hoped ultim ately to 
create a program that will produce three 
million pounds of lobsters a year for the 


m arket and five million tiny larval lobsters 
to be released in the sea each year. 
The A m erican harvest of natural North 
Atlantic lobster has been running at around 
16 million pounds in recent years It used to 
be m uch larger 
Research in lobster culture has been going 
on for 
years 
in 
universities and 
other 
institutions from Maine to Florida. Wright 
said the best work on breeding hatchery 
lobsters has been done at the M assachusetts 
State 
Hatchery 
at 
M artha’s 
Vineyard. 
Capsulated Systems, Inc., of Yellow Springs. 
Ohio, discovered a few years ago how to use 
horm ones 
to 
m ake 
lobsters 
breed 
in 
captivity. Before then the eggs had to be 
harvested from wild fem ales 
W right also said it now appears that 
lobsters can be bred genetically like cattle 
to produce bigger, m ore tasty claw s and 
tails. 
In the first 
phase of their program , 
W estinghouse and the two power com panies 
are m aking a com prehensive analysis of the 
biological, economic, legal, social and site 
engineering aspects of the lobster culture 
project. 
The 
second phase 
is 
intended 
to 
be 
construction of a prototype plant with a 
production 
of perhaps 
50,000 pounds of 
lobsters yearly 
Federal and state funding will have to be 
sought for this second phase It could not be 
a com m ercially feasible venture at present. 


“ Even if our project goes well, full scale 
lobster farm ing is probably IO years in the

Foreign News Commentary 
Needs Support

TOKYO 
(UPI) — Conservative Prim e 
M inister Takeo Miki has only public support 
to rely on in his desperate bid to cling to 
power amid a bitter struggle within the 
ruling Liberal D em ocratic P arty. 
More than two-thirds of the LDP m em bers 
of both houses of the Diet (parliam ent), 
including influential Deputy Prim e M inister 
Takeo 
Fukuda 
and 
Finance 
M inister 
Masayoshi Ohira, have turned against Miki 
in a concerted move to force him from 
office. 
Miki has won w idespread public acclaim 
for his determ ination to get to the bottom of 
the $12 million Lockheed payoff scandal in 
Japan and for perm itting prosecutors to 
arrest 
form er 
Prim e 
M inister 
Kakeui 
Tanaka on charges of allegedly receiving 
$1.66 million from the Am erican aircraft 
m anufacturer. 
However, strange as it m ay seem , a 
m ajority of 267 of 393 LPD m em bers in the 
Diet, including 15 Cabinet m em bers, passed 
a resolution at a party caucus calling for 
reconstruction of the ruling party under a 
new leader. 


This action was one step short of voting 
the 69-year-old Miki out as party president, 
a position which carries with it the post of 
prim e m inister. 
The moves against Miki stem largely from 
his opponents' belief that he is a weak 
leader and that the LDP under his com m and 
will be unable to retain power in the general 
election scheduled for late this year. 
But Miki has refused to bow to party 
pressure. 
Miki is the “ Mr. Clean” statesm an who 
took over the reins of governm ent when 
Tanaka resigned in late 1974 in the face of 
charges of am assing a fortune in shady real 
estate transactions. 
But prim arily because Miki is the leader 


of a weak faction within the LDP, he has 
been unable to become a strong leader. 
Fukuda and Ohira head stronger factions 
and thus enjoy the support of the big 
businessm en 
and 
industralists 
w h o 
traditionally back the conservative party. 
T anaka, a rags-to-riches politician who 
reached 
the 
pinnacle 
of 
the 
Japanese 
political world without necessarily getting 
the support of the establishm ent, rem ained 
a powerful figure even after he was out of 
office. 


Some say he still is influential even though 
he no longer is a m em ber of the LDP and 
aw aits trial as a crim inal suspect. 
The Japanese public generally has ignored 
the LD P’s internal strife, but most of the 
conservative law m akers appear determ ined 
to kick Miki out. 


Miki could refuse to give up the prim e 
m inister’s post even if p arty m em bers voted 
against him in the party caucus. A vote of 
non-confidence against him would m ean, 
however, that he would have to relinquish 
the post of LDP president. 
But as the leader of governm ent, he still 
could call the Diet into special session 
where, before his opponents take any action, 
he could exercise his power to dissolve 
parliam ent and propose a new election. 
Fukuda and Ohira w ant to go into the 
election, which has to be held within this 
year as the four-year term of the lower 
house expires in Novem ber, with a new m an 
at the helm. 
But they are not in com plete agreem ent as 
to who should succeed Miki if and when the 
prim e m inister is forced out. Both men w ant 
Miki’s job. 
W hether Miki can w eather the storm 
rem ains to be seen. The public seems to be 
wholly behind him, at least at a time when 
the nation's prevailing mood is to find the 
whole truth about the Lockheed scandal. 


Science Today 
Mobile Viking

PASADENA, Calif. 
(U PI) - There is 
mounting interest among M ars scientists for 
a Viking 3 that would roam the M artian 
surface for a year or m ore using tracks 
attached to its legs. 
Such a mobile Viking already has been 
designed and could be built around a spare 
spacecraft and launched in 1981. 
It would be able to w ander over M ars for 
m onths 
or 
longer 
taking 
pictures 
and 
gathering soil sam ples here and there to 
attem pt to resolve som e questions that the 
stationary 
Vikings 
I 
and 
2 
l e a v e 
unanswered. 
The problem is the follow-on flight would 
cost between $350 and $450 million. There is 
no money available for such an effort in the 
National 
A e r o n a u t i c s 
and 
Space 
A dm inistration's budget. 


To m ake a November, 1981, launch date, 
NASA needs some funds for the project in 
the spending plan for the next fiscal year. 
That budget now is in the process of being 
developed 
and 
NASA 
a s s o c i a t e 
adm inistrator John Naugle said he could not 
talk about it. 
“ However I think I can say that we are 
looking very hard at what we should do with 
the Viking hardw are,” Naugle said after 
Viking 2 landed on M ars last Friday. 
“ I think I can say with a fair degree of 
assurance that this country is going to stay 
in the planetary exploration business.” 
Also under consideration by the space 
agency is another stationary Viking, an 
orbiting spacecraft with instrum ents to m ap 
the chem ical composition of M ars and an 
orbiter that would shoot instrum ented sp ear­ 


like 
devices 
to 
p enetrate 
the 
M artian 
surface. 
F a rth er in the future is the possibility of a 
M ars landing mission with a spacecraft that 
would fly a soil sam ple to E arth. 
The M artin M arietta Corp., builder of the 
two Viking landers now on M ars, studied a 
roving Viking concept under NASA contract 
and has come up with a design that would 
move at a turtle’s pace over the M artian 
surface. It would cover 500 feet an hour and 
som ething like 15 miles a month. 
The c raft would be pointed in the right 
direction 
by 
ground 
controllers 
using 
cam eras to look for interesting places to 
investigate. But once underw ay, the Viking 
rover would be on its own. 
The idea is to equip it with a basic 
gyroscopic navigation system and a set of 
whiskerlike booms to help the robot feel its 
way around boulders and other obstacles. 
There would also be a downward looking 
device to watch out for holes. 
“ What 
w e’re 
proposing 
is 
a 
pretty 
elem entary hazard avoidance system ,” said 
W alter Lowrie, M artin vice president in 
charge of the com pany’s Viking effort. 
The m achine, under the M artin M arietta 
plan, 
would 
carry 
a 
new 
chem istry 
laboratory able to perform a variety of 
biological and chemical investigations as it 
roam s across the surface. It also would be 
able to analyze soil and rocks, study the 
atm osphere, 
listen 
for 
m arsquakes and 
m easure heat flowing to the M artian surface 
from the interior. 


Its tracks would be powered, by electric 
m otors 
using 
power 
from 
two 
nuclear 
generators sim ilar to but m ore powerful 
than the ones used by Vikings I and 2.

CBS News Charged With Violation 


The 
A m e ric a n 
Security 
Council Education Foundation 
today filed a complaint before 
the Federal 
Communications 
Commission charging CBS-TV 
News with m assive and con­ 
tinuing violations of the FCC’s 
Fairness Doctrine in reporting 
national 
security 
viewpoints. 
The complaint was based on 
the findings of a study covering 
thirty-seven m onths of CBS-TV 
News programming. 
This continuing study found 
that CBS-TV had almost totally 
blanked out the most important 
national security views of a 
m ajority 
of 
th e 
American 
people. 


For example, it found that the 
viewpoint that the United States 
should be militarily superior to 
the Soviet Union was almost 
totally 
ig n o re d —only 
one 
mention was found in all the 
programs analyzed, 
although 


substantial coverage was given 
to other viewpoints. 
Yet, 
in 
1975 the Opionion 
R e se arc h Corporation found 
that over three-tourths of the 
American people (76 percent) 
w ere 
for 
U.S. 
m ilita ry 
su p e rio rity over the Soviet 
Union. 
John M. Fisher, President of 
the American Security Council 
Education Foundation, said that 
"this pattern of refusal by CBS 
news 
to 
give 
time 
to 
the 
majority viewpoint while giving 
time to other viewpoints is one 
of the most serious and effective 
forms of advocacy journalism 
practiced by CBS-TV News. The 
omission 
of 
this 
and 
other 
viewpoints held by a majority of 
the American people violates all 
the rules of fail play, and is a 
denial 
of 
the 
d e m o c ratic 
process.” 
T he 
com plaint 
is 
the 
outgrowth of a landmark study 


by the Institute for American 
Strategy 
(now the American 
Security Council Education 
Foundation). 
This 
study, 
released 
in 
October 1974, was conducted by 
a team of scholars headed by 
Dr. Ernest W. Lefever, then 
Senior Fellow in Foreign Policy 
Studies 
at 
the 
Brookings 
Institution. 
After the original study was 
released. 
W alter 
Cronkite 
confirmed the validity of its 
findings in an interview with 
Betty Utterback of the Gannett 
News Service when he said. 
“There are always groups in 
Washington expressing views of 
alarm over the state of our 
defenses. We don’t carry these 
stories. The story is that there 
are those who want to cut 
defense spending." 
Despite Cronkite’s admission, 
CBS News President Richard S. 
Salant and Arthur R. Taylor, 


President 
CBS, 
Inc., 
totally 
rejected the scholars' finding in 
early 1975 and refused to change 
CBS News policies. 
Fisher said that since then the 
Foundation has been monitoring 
CBS-TV News to see if CBS may 
have changed its policies. 
He said that since the first 
study, the Foundation staff had 
review ed 
CBS-TV 
Evening 
News programs for all of 1975 
and had reviewed all of the 
different 
CBS-TV 
News 
programs for May 
1976. 
No 
change in the CBS pattern of 
advocacy journalism was found. 
The FCC's Fairness Doctrine, 
against which the continuing 
study m easu red CBS News 
perfo rm a n ce , req u ires that 
broadcast media must serve 
the paramount right of the 
public in a free society to be 
informed and to have presented 
to it for acceptance or rejection 
the different attitu d e s and 


view points concerning th ese 
vital and often controversial 
issues which are held by the 


various groups which m ake up 
the community.” 


The Foundation co m p lain t 
called for the FCC to require 
CBS-TV News and its owned and 
operated stations I) to begin 


providing 
fair and
